SIR, 


Am much ſurprized at the ill Conſtruftions ſome People 
make of the Actions of thoſe Biſhops, who have lately wait- . 
ed upon the King ; eſpecially conſidering that moſt of. 
them are the very Men, who not many Months ago ap- 

peared ſo publickly and ſo courageouſly,even'to the hazard of all 
the Intereſts they had in this World, in Defence of our Prote- 
ſtant Religion, and the Laws of the Land. 

In order to the.removing all groundleſs Jealouſies, and unrea- 
ſonable Surmiſes,. in an Afﬀair of ſo great Conſequence, which 
our Popiſh Enemies will, I am ſure, be very ready to foment and 
keep up, I have here ſent you the Heads of thoſe. Matters which 
were propoſed by them to the King. 

They waited upon Him, not as a Party ſeparate either from 
the Nobility or Gentry,whom they could (I believe) havewiſhed 
his Majeſty would rather haye called for at this JunCture ; or 
from the reſt of the Biſhops or Clergy of England; but as Per- 
ſons whom the King was pleaſed, upon Reaſons known only to - 
his Royal Breaſt, to command to attend upon Him. 

The Heads which I ſend you, are not taken from any Copy of 
the Paper which my Lords the Biſhops preſented to the King. I 
underſtand that all their Lordfhips have been extreamly careful 
to prevent the publiſhing of any Copies, and that they ſtill re-- 
fuſe to communicate any, .tho they now lie under no Obligati- 
ons to the contrary: However, I do aſſare.you with all-faithful-- 
neſs, that theſe Heads which I am now ſending you, are trae- 
Contents, obtain'd by another Method, which in prudence. you 
will imagine not fit for me to diſcloſe. | 

You havealready been told from me, thatevery one of theſe 
Biſhops were ſent for up out of their Diocelks by Expreſſes Wy 
| | | is 
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| hi Majeſty, whom they firſt waited on in a Body, on Friday the 


28th of September, I cannot, upon the ſtricteſt inquiry, find thas 
any thing paſled betwixt the King and them, at that hrſt atten- 
dance upon Him, beſides general.Expreſlions of Favour and Pro- 
tection from his Majeſty, and general returns of Duty and Loy-' 
alty from the Biſhops. This was matter of Admiration to vs 
all here, who could not beileve but that the King had other In- © 
tentions of a nearer and more patticular Concern, when'he firſt 
reſolved to ſend ſo far for ſome of theſe Biſhops : but theſe Al- 
terations in Councils are Things not fit for you or I to meddle 
With. 

However, my Lords the Biſhops were not ſatisfied herewith, 
concluding (as 1 ſuppoſe) that his Majeſty would not have ſent 
for them ſo far,if he had not intended to have adviſed with them 
in this Juncture, and to give them the liberty of offering Him 
ſuch Counſets as they thought neceſlary at this Time : And 
therefore when his Grace my Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
waited on the King alone the firſt time, on Swnday morning, Sepr. 
30. being indiſpoſed when the other Biſhops attended on Fri- 
day, their Lordſhips did,by my Lord of Canterbury, intimate their 
T houghts about that Aftair,and cheirreadineſs to the King; who 
was pleaſed not only to permit- them ro give him the beſt and 
moſt particular Advices, but to encourage them to do it with 
all the freedom that was neceſſary for the preſent Occaſion. 

Upon this Royal Invitation their Lordſhips aſſembled toge- 
ther the next day at my Lord of Canterbury*s Palace and prepa- 
red, ypon the molt matnre deliberation, fuch Matters as they 
judged neceſſary for his Majeſty's Knowledg and Conſideration : 
And on the Weareſday after waited on the King in a Body, when 
his Grace in his own, and in the name of the reſt of the Biſhops 
then preſent, did, in a moſt excellent Speech, repreſent to his 
Majeſty ſuch things as were thought by them abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary to the Settlement of the Nation, amidſt the preſent Di- 
ſtraCtions, and to-the publick Intereſt of Church and State.

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I. It is the undoubted Right of the Subjects to Petition, be- 
ing founded upon an Act of Parliament, and the. higheſt Rea- 
ſon in the World ; for that is a very monſtrous Government, 
where the People muſt not approach their King, and acquaint 
him with their Grievances. The People have the greateſt 
Property in the Land, ayd therefore the moſt concern d when 
a Foreign Enemy is upon it ; their Welfare is the Supream Law, 
and yet they muſt not deſire to meet in order to conſult . their 
own Preſervation. The Jeſuits (the ſworn Enemies to the. 
Engliſh Nation ) will take care of us, and our Poſterity ; 
therefore why * ſhould we trouble our ſelves at this .Junfture ? 
They can levy Mony with a Proclamation, they can diſpenſe 
with all Laws, and. what ſhould we do with a Parliament, when 
the whole Statute-Book ſerves for no other End-but to. wipe 
the Tails of theſe Reverend Satyrs,. who fly into their Dens 
and Thickets, at the very ſound of a Houſe of Commons ?

E. It is certain, That the Law of Nature has put no diffe- 
rence nor ſubordination among Men, except it be that of Chjl- 
dren to Parents, or of Wines to their Husbands ;, ſo that with 
Relation to the Law of Nature, all Men are born free : and 
this Liberty muſt ſtill be ſuppoſed entire, unleſs ſo far as it 
is limited by Contracts, Provitions and Laws. For a Man can 
either bind himſelf to be a Servant, or ſell himſelf tobe a Slave, 
by which he becomes in the Power of another, only ſo far as 
it was provided by the Contract : fince all that Liberty which 
was not expreſly given away, Om ſtill entire ;- ſo that the

Plea for Liberty always proves it ſelf, unleſs it appears that 
it, is: given up.as limited by any ſpecial Agreement. ; 
IL_It is no leſs certain, That as the Light of Nature has 
Planted in all Men a Natural Principle of the love of Life, 
and of a deſire to preſerve. it ; ſo the common Principles of 
all Religion agree in this, That God having ſet us in this 
World, we are bound to preſerve that Being, which he has 
given us, by -all juſt and lawful ways. Now this Duty of 
Self-preſervation, is exerted in Inſtances of two forts ; the one 
are, in the reſiſting of violent Aggreflors ; the other are the 
taking of juſt Revenges of thoſe, who have invaded us ſo ſe- 
cretly, that we could not prevent them, and ſo violently, that 
we could” not reſiſt them : In which caſes the Principle of ſelf- 
Preſervation warrants- us, both to recover what is our-own, 
with juſt Damages, and alſo to put ſuch unjuſt Perſons out of a 
Capacity of doing the ljke_Injuries any more, either to our 
ſelves, or to any others. Now in theſe Inſtances of ſelf- 
Preſervation, this difference is to be obſerved ;. that the firſt 
cannot be limited by any flow Forms, ſince a prefling Danger 
requires a vigorous Repulſe, and cannot admit of Delays; 
whereas the ſecond, of taking Revenges, or Reparatians, is 
__ ſuch haſte, but that it may be brought under Rules and 

orms. | 
I. The true and Original Notion of Civil Society and Go- 
vernment, is, that it is a Compromiſe made by ſuch a Body of 
Men, by which they reſign vp the Right of denianding Repa- 
rations, either in the way of Juſtice, againſt one another,-or 
tn the way of ' War, againſt their Neizhbours; to ſuch a 
fingle .Perſon,. or to ſuch a Body of Men as they think fit to 
truſt with this. And in the management of this Civil- Society, 
great diftinCtion is to be made, between the Power of making 
Laws fer the regulating the Conduct of it, and the Power- 
of executing thoſe Laws : The Sypream Authority muſt ſtill. be 
ſuppoſed to be lodged with thoſe who have the Legi{ative. 
Power reſerved to:them 3 but not with thoſe who havÞ only 
the Executive ;, which.is plainly a Traft, when it is ſepatated' 
from the Legiſlatrve Power ; and all Traffs, by their nature.

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-. 1V.: It cannot be: ſuppoſed, by the Principles .of. Natural 
Religion, that God has authoriſed any 'one Form of Govern- 
ment, any other way than as the general Rules of Order, and 
.of Juſtice, oblige all Men not to ſubyert Conſtitutions, nor 
diſturb the Peace of Mankind, -or invade thoſe Rights with 
which the Law may have veſted ſome- Perſons : for it is 
certain, that, as private, Contracts lodg or tranſlate private 
Rights; ſo the Pablick, Laws can likewiſe lodg ſuch Rights, 
.Prerogatives and Revenues in thoſe under whoſe Protection 
they put themſelves, and in ſuch a manner, that they may ' 
come to haye as good a Title to theſe, as any private Perſon 
can have to his Property : ſo that it becomes 'an A of high 
Injuſtice and Violence to invade theſe:. which is.. ſo far a 
greater Sin than any ſuch Actions would be againſt a private 
Perſon, as the Publick Peace and Order is preferrable to all 
private Conſiderations whatſoeyer. So. that in truth, the 
Principles of Natural Religion, give thole that are in Authori- 
ty no Power at all, but they do only ſecure them in the Poſſeſſi- 
on of that which is theirs by Law. - And as no Conſiderations 
of Religion can bind me to pay anothermore than I indeed owe 
him, but do only bind me more ſtriftly to pay what I owe'; 
fo the Conſiderations of Religion do indeed bring Szbjefs un- 
der ſtricter Obligations to pay all due Allegiance and Sub- 
miſſion to their Princes, but they do. not at all extend that 
Allegiance further than the Law carries it. And though a 
Man has no Divine Right to his Property, but has acquired it 
by human means, ſuch as Succeſſion, or Induſtry, yet he has 
a Security for the Enjoyment of it, from a Divine Righr; ſo 
tho Princes have no immediate Warrants from Heaven, either 
for their Original Titles, or for the. extent of them, yet 
they are ſecured in the Pofſeſſion of them-by the Paincipks 
and Rules of Matural Religion. | | 
V. It is to be conſidered, that as a private Perſon can bind 
himſelf to another Man's Service, by different degrees, either 
as an ordinary Servant for Wages, or as one appropriate for 
alonper time, as an Apprentice; or by a total giving himſeif 
up to another, as in the caſe of Slavery : in all which caſes the 
general: Name cf - Maſter -may-be equally vfed, yet the degrees 
_ of his Power, are to be judged by the nature of the Con- 
tract : ſo likewiſe Bodies of Men can give them/elves up in

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different degrees to the Condutt of others : and therefore 
though all thoſe may carry the ſame Name of Kg, yet every

Vi. It is certain, that God, as the Creator and Gover- 
nour of the World, may ſet up whom he will to rvle over 
other Men : But this Declaration of his Will muſt be mage. 
evident by Prophets, or other extraordmary Men ſent of him; 
who have ſome manifeſt proofs of 'the Divine Authority that 
is committed to them on ſuch occaſions, and upon ſuch Per- 
ſons declaring the Will of God in favour of any others, that 
Declaration is to be fubmitted to and obeyed: But this pre- 
tence of a Divine Delegation, can be carried no further than 
to thoſe who are thus expreſly- marked out, and is unjuſtly 
claimed by thoſe who can prove no ſuch Declaration to have 
been ever made in favour of them or their Families. Nor 
does it appear reaſonable to conclude from their being in 
Poſſeſſion, that it is the Will of God that it ſhould be fo, 
this juſtifies all Uſurpers when they are ſucceſsful. 

VII. The meaſures of Power, and by conſequence of Obeds- 
ence,. muſt be taken from the expreſs Laws of any State-or 
"Body of Men, from the Oaths that they ſwear, or'from:imme- 
morial Preſcription, and a Jong Poſleſſton, which-both. give 
a Title, and in a long Tract of Time make a. bad one be- 
come good, ſince Preſcription, when it paſſes the Memory of 
Man, and is not diſputed by any other Pretender, gives by the 
common Senſe of all Men a juſt and good Title : ſo upon the 
whole matter, the degrees of all Civil Anthority are to be 
taken either from expreſs Laws, immemorial Cuſtoms, or from 
particular Oaths, which the .Subjeds ſwear to their Princes : 
this being ftill to be laid down for a Principle, that in all the 
Diſputes between Power and Liberty, Power muſt always be 
proved, but 'Zaberty proves It ſelf ; the one being founded 
only upon a Poſitive Law, and the other upon the Law of 
Nature. | 

VIII. If from the general Principles of Human Society, and 
Natural Religion, we carry this mater to be examined by the 
Scriptures; It is clear that all the Palfages that are in = _ 

elta- 
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Teſtament, are not to be made-uſe of in this matter of nei- 
ther ſide. Foras the-Land-of Canaan was given to the Fews 
by an immediate Grant from Heaven z fo God reſerved till 
this to himſelf, and to the Declarations that he ſhould make 
from time- to time, either by his Prophets, or by the Anſwers 
that came from the Cloud of Glory that was between the 
Cherubims, to ſet up Judges or Kings over them, and to pull 
them down again as he thought fit. Here was an expreſs De- 
legation made by God, and - therefore all that was done. in 
that Diſpenſ>tion, either for or againſt Princes, is not to be 
made uſe of in any other State that is founded on another 
Bottom and Conſtitution, and all the Expreſlions in the Old 
Teſtament relating -to - Kings, ſince they belong to Perſons 
that were immediately deſigned: by God, are without any ſort 
of Reaſon applied to-thoſe who- can pretend to:no ſuch Deſig-. 
nation, neither for themſelves nor for their Anceſtors. 

IX. As for the New Teſtament, it is platn, . that there are 
no Rules given in it, neither for the Forms. of Government in 
general, nor for. the degrees of any one Form in particular, . 
but the general Rules of Juſtice, Order-and Peace, being eſta- 
bliſhed*1n it upon higher Motives, and rttiore binding Conſi- 
derations, than ever they were in any other Religion what-- 
ſoever, we are molt ſtrictly bound by it to obſerve the Con-- 
ſtitution in which. we are and ir is plain, that the Rules ſet 
us in the Goſpel can be carried nofarther. It is indeed clear 
from the'New. Teſtament, . that the Chriftian Religion as ſuch, 
gives us-no groundsto defendor propagate it by force. It is a. 
Doctrine of the Croſs, and of Faith, and Patience under it : . 
And if bythe order of Divine Providence, and of any Con--. 
ſtitution of Government, . under which -we are born, we are- 
brought under Sufferings for our Fn of it, we-may, in- 
deed retire.and fly out of any ſuch Country if we can but, if- 
that is denied us, we. muſt then, according to this Religion, . 
ſubmit to thoſe Sufferings under which we may be brought, 
conſidering that God will. be glorified by us 'in fo doing, and: 
that he will both ſupport - us under our Sufferings, and glori-. 
oully reward us for them. | 

This was the State of the Chriſtzan - Religion, during the.- 
three firſt Centuries, under Heathen Emperors, and a Conſtitu-. 
tion in which Paganiſm was eſtablit2d -by Law. But if ”—_— 
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Laws of-any Government, the. Chr:/t5an ;Religion, or any Form 
of it,. is become a part of the:Subjects. Property, it then falls 
under another Conſideration ; not as it-is a + Kelzgion, but. as-it 
.is become one of the principal Rights of [the SubjeCts to be-- 
lieve and profeſs-it : and then we muſt: judg of the Invaſions 
made on that as wedo of any other [nvalion that -is made on 
our other Rights. ; No S&p : 

- X. All the Pallages in the New Teſtament that relate to Civil 
Government, are to be expounded as they were truly meant, in 
oppoſition to that falſe Notion of the Jews, who believed them- 
ſelves to be ſo immediately under the Divine Authority, that 
they could not become the Subjects of any other Power, par- 
ticularly.of -one that was not of their Nation, or. of their Re- 
ligion ; therefore they thought they :could not be under -the 
Roman Yoke, nor bound to pay Tribute to Ceſar, but judged 
that th&, were only ſubject out of fear, by reaſon of the force 
that lay®Sn them, but not for Conſczence ſake - And ſo in all 
their Diſperſion, both at Rome and elſewhere, they thought 
they were God's Freemen, and made uſe of this pretended Lj- 
berty as a Cloak of Maliciouſneſs. In oppoſition to all which, 
ſince in a courſe of many Years, they had asked the protecti- 
on of the Roman Yoke, and were come under their Authority, 
our Saviour ordered them to continue in that, by. his ſaying, 
Render to Cefar that which #s Ceſar's;, and. both. St. Paul -in his 
Epiſtle to the Romans, and St. Peter in his General EpiſHe,. have” 
very poſ:tively condemned that pernicious Maxim, but-with- 
out any formal Declarations made of the Rules -or Mea- 
ſures of Government... And ſince both» the People and Se. 
nate of Rome had acknowledged the Power'that Augnſtus had 
indeed violently Uſurped, it became Legal when it was thus 
ſubmitted to, and confirmed both by the Senate and People - 
and it was eſtab-iſhed in his Family by a long Preſcription, 
when thoſe Epiſtles were writ: So that upon the whole Matter, 
all that is in the New Teſtament upon this Subject, imports no 
more,-but that «ll Chriſtians are bound to acquieſce in-the Go- 
wvernment, and ſubmit to it, according to the Conſtitution that 
is ſetled by Law. | TP | ; 

X!. We are then at-Ilaſt brought to the Conſtitution'of. our 
Engliſh Goverrment : ſo that no General Contiderations from 
Speculatious about Sovereign Power, nor from any Paſſages,

either of the Old 'and: New Teſtament, ought to determine- us 
in this Matter ; which muſt be fixed from the Laws and Regue 
lations that have been made among us.- It is then certain, that. 
with Relation to the! Executive part ofthe Government, the 
Law has lodged that ſingly in the King 3 ſo'that the whole ad-; 
miniſtration of it is in him , but the Legiſlative Power is lodged. 
between the King andthe two Houſes of Parliament ; ſo that 
the. power of making and repealing Laws, is not ſingly in the 
King, but only ſo far.as the Two Houſes. concur with him. It. 
is alſo clear, that the-King has ſuch a determined. extent of 
Prerogative, beyond which he has no. Authority. :: As. for. Ia- 
ſtance,lf he levies Mony of his People, without a Law impowring 
him to ir, he goes beyond the Limits of his Power, and asks 
that to.which he has no Rizht : So that. there lies no Obliga- 
tion on.the Subje& to grant it; and if 'any in his Name uſe 
Violence for the obtaining it, they are to- be looked on as fo- 
many Robbers, that invade our Property ; and they being vio-- 
lent Aggreſlors, the Principle of Self-preſervation ſeems here 
to'take place, and to-warrant as violent a Reſiſtance. 

 X1t.: There is nothing more evident, than -that:England is 2, 
Free Nation, that has its Liberties and Properties reſerved to. 
it, by many poſitive and exprefs Laws : If then we have a 
Right to our Property,, we muſt likewiſe be.ſuppoſed to have. 
a Right to'preſerve it : for thoſe Rights are by the Law fecu- 
red againſt the Invaſions of the Prerogative,and by conſequence 
we muſt haye a Right to preſerve them agaivſt thoſe Invaſi- 
ons. ..It is alſo evidently deciared by our Law, that all Orders: 
and Warrants that are ilued out in oppoſition to them, are null. 
of themſelves ;: and by conſequence, any that pretend to have. 
Commiſſions from the King for thoſe Ends, are to be conſidered: 
as if they had noneat al}; lince thoſe -Commillions being void. 
of themſclves, are:indeed;yo Commiſſions-in the Conſtruftion 
© of the Law; and therefore thoſe who adt.in vertue of them,, 
are ſtill to be conſidered as private Perſons who come to invade.

XI. The main and great Difficulty here, is, that though 
6tr Government does indeed aſlert the Liberty of the Subjett, 
yet there are many expreſs Laws m:de, that lodg the Militia 
fingly in the King, that make-it plainly unlawful, upon any 
Pretence whatſoever, to take Arms againſt the King, or any 
Commiſſioned by him : And theſe Laws have-been put in the 
Form of an Oath, which all that have born any Employment, 
either in Church or State, have ſworn 3 aid therefore thoſe 
Laws for the aſſuring our L#berties, do 'indeed- bind the King's 
Conſcience, and may affect his Minilters ; yet ſince it is a Max- 
ime of our Law, that the Kizg car do no wrong, theſe cannot be 
carried ſo far as to juſtify our taking Arms againſt him, be the 
Tranſgreſſions of Law ever ſo many and ſo manifeſt. And 
ſince this has been the conſtant DoGrine of the Church of Eng- 
land, it will be a very heavy Imputation on us, if it appears, 
that though we held thoſe Opinions, as long as the Court and 
Crown have favotired us, yet as ſoon as the Court turns againſt 
.us, we change our Principles. 
XIV. Here is the true Difficulty of this whole Matter, 
and therefore -it ought.to be exactly conſidered : Firſt, All 
general Words, how large ſoever, are ſtill ſuppoſed to have 
a tacit Exception, and reſervein them, if the Matter ſeems 
to require it. Children are commanded to obey their Parents 
in all things: Wives are declared by the Scripture, to be ſubject 
to their Husbands #1 afl things, as the Charch is unto Chriſt : And 
yet. how comprehenſive ſoever theſe words may ſeem to be, 
there is ſtill a reſerve to be/ underſtood -in them ; and though 
by our Form of Marriage, the Parties ſwear to one another: 
Death them do part, yet few doubt but that this Bond is diſlol- 
ved by Adultery, though it is not named; for odious things 
ought not to be ſuſpected, and therefore not named upon ſuch 
occaſions : But when they fall -out, they carry ſtill their own 
force with them. 2. When there ſeems-to be a Contradiftion 
between two Articles in the Conſtitution, we ought to examin 
which of the two is the moſt Evident, and the moſt Important, 
and ſo we ought to fix upon it, #nd then we muſt give ſuch an 
accommodating ſenſe to that which ſeems to contradict it, that 
ſo 
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To 'we may. reconcile thoſe together. Here then are two 
ſeeming Contradictions in our Conſtitntion 3 The one is the 
Publick Liberty of the Nation ; the other js the Renonncing of 
all Reſiſtance, in caſe that were invaded. It is plain, that our 
Liberty is only a- thing that we enjoy at the K:y's Diſcretion, 
and during his Pleaſure, if the other againſt all Refiſtance is 
to be underſtood according to the utmoſt extent of the 
Words. Therefore ſince the chief Deſign of our whole Law, 
and of all the ſeveral Rules of' our Conſtitution, is to ſecnre 
and maintain-our Liberty, we ought to lay that down for a 
Concluſion, that it is both the moſt plain and the moſt Impor- 
tant of the two. And- therefore the other Article againſt Re- 
fiftance ought to be ſo ſoftned, as that it do not deſtroy us. 
3. Since it is by a Law that Reſiſtance is condemned, , we ought 
to underſtand it in ſach a ſenſe as that it does not de 
all other Laws : And therefore the intent of this Law, m 
only relate to the Excutive Power, which is in the King, and. 
not to the Legrſlative, in which we cannot ſuppoſe pL our 
iſlators, who made that Law, intended to give up that, 
which we plainly ſee they reſolved ſtill to preſerve'entire, ac- 
cording to the Ancient Conftitation. _ So then, the not re- 
ſiſting the King, can only be applied to the Executive Powey, 
that ſo upon no pretence of ill Adminiſtrations in the. Exe-. 
cation of the Law, it ſhould be lawfat to reſiſt him ; but this 
cannot with any reaſon be extended to an Invaſion of ' the Le- 
flative Power, or to a total Subverſion of the Government. For 
it beitig plain, that the Zaw did'not, delign to lodge that Pow- 
er in the King, it is alſo plain, that it did not intend' to ſechte 
him in it, in caſe he ſhonld ſet abont it. 4. The Law mett- 
tioning the K ing, or thoſe Commiſſionated by hin, ſhews plainly, 
that it only defrgned to ſecure the Kring in the Executive Pow- 
er : for the word Commiſſion necellarily imports this, ſince if 
it is ridt-accorting to' Law, it is no Conmiſion 3/ and'by Cop 
ſequence, thoſe who aft in virtue of it; are not Commiſſiona- 
ted by the King in the Senſe of the Law. The King likewiſe 
Imports a Prince clothed by Law with the Regal Preropative z 
but if hee goes to ſubvert the whole Foundation” of the Go- 
vernment, he fubverts that by which he himſelf has his Power,

XY, It. is acknowledged by the greateſt Aſertors of Monar- 
chical Power, that in ſome Caſes a King may fall from his Pow- 
er, and in other Caſes that he may fall from the Exerciſe of 
it. . His Deſerting his People ; his going about to enflave, or 
ſell them to any other ; or a furious going about to deſtroy 
them, are in the opinion of the moſt Monarchical Lawyers, ſuch 
Abuſes, . that. they naturally diveſt; thoſe that are: gnilty of 
them, of their whole Authority. {fancy or Phrenzy do alſo put 
them under the Guardianſhip of others. All: the Crowned 
Heads of Europe have, at leaſt ſecretly, approved of the put- 
ting the late King of Portugal under a Guardianſhip, and the 
keeping, him ſtill a, Priſoner.for a few Acts of Rage, that had 
-been fatal.to.a-very few Perſons : And even our Court gave 
the firſt- countenance to it, though of all others the late King 
:had the leaſt reaſon:to have dane it, at leaſt laſt of all, ſince it 
juſtified a younger Brother's ſupplanting the Elder ; yet the 
Evidence.of the Thing carried i even againſt Intereſt, There- 
fore if: a, King goes about to ſubvert the Government, and to 
overturn the whole Conſtitution, . he by. this muſt be ſuppoſed, 
either to fall from his Power, or at leaſt from the Exerciſe of it, 
fo far as that he ought to be put under Guardians ;, and ac- 
cording to the Caſe of Portugal, the next Hear falls naturally to 
be the Guardian. ts 
. -XVI. The next Thing to. be. conſidered, 1s to, ſee. in Fact 
whether the Foundations of this Governmygpt have been ſtruck at, 
and whether thoſe Errors that have been perhaps committed;are 
enly ſuch Maleverſations as ought to be imputed only to hu- 
mane Frailty, and to the Ignorance, Inadvertencies, or Paſ- 
fions, to which all Princes may be ſubject, as well as other Men. 
-But this will. beſt appear, if we confider what are the Funda- 
mental 'Poigts of our Government, and the chief.

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them, when likewiſe'the-Men, in whoſe Hands the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Juſtice 1s put by Law, ſuch as Judges and Sheriffs, are 
allowed to tread all Laws underfoot, even thoſe that infer jan 
Incapacity on themſelves if they violate them ; this is ſuch a 
brezking of the whole Conſtitution, that we can no more have 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, ſo that ir is really a-Diflolution of 
the Government z {ince all'Trials, Sentences, and- the' Execu- 
tions of them, are become {o many unlawful Acts, that are null 
and void of themſelves, | | 

The next Thing in our Conſtitution, which ſecures to us our 
Laws and Liberties, is a Free and Lawful Parliament, Now, 
not to mention the breach of the Law of Trienuial Parliaments, 
it being above three Years ſince we had a Seſlion that enafted 
any Law ; Methods have been taken, and are dally. a taking, 
that render this impoſſible. Parliam* mts ought to :be choſen, 
with anentire Liberty, and without either Force or Preingage- 
ments : whereas if all Men are required before-hand :to entec 
into Engagements how they will Vote if they are choſen them- 
ſelves, or: how they will give their Voices in the EleCting of 
others ? This is plainly ſuch a preparation to'a Parliament, as 
would indeed make it no Parliament, but a Cabal, if one were 
choſen, after all that Corruption of Perſons who | had prein- 
gaged themſelves 3 and after the Threatning and Turning out 
of all Perſons out of Imploiments who had refuſed to do it : 

And if there are ſuch daily Regulations made in the Towns, 

that it is piain thoſe who manage them, intend at laſt to put 

- ſuch a number of Men in the Corporations, as will certainly 
chuſe the Perſons who are recommended to them. But above 
all, if there are ſach a number of Sheriffs and Mayors made 
over England, by whom the Elections mult be conducted and 
returned, who are now under an Incapacity by:Law, and ſo 

are no Legal Officers, and by conſequence thoſe: Eleftions that 

paſs under their Authority are null and void : If, I ſay, it is 

clear that things are brought to this, then the Government 13 

diſſolved, becauſe it is impoſſible to have a Free and. Legal Par- 

lament in this ſtate of things. If then both the Authority of . 

the Law,: and the Conſtitution of the Parliament are ſtruck at

The Proteſtam Religion; and' the Church of Englaud make a 
great Article of our Government; the latter being ſecured, not 
only of old by Magna Churta, but by many ſpecial Laws made of 
late; and there are particular Laws made. in K.Charles the Firſt; 
and the late King's Fime, ſecuring'them fron all Commiſſions 
that the King can raiſe for Judging or Cenfaring them : If then 
in oppoſition to this,a Court ſo condemned is erected, which pro- 


ceeds to Judg and Cenſure the Clergy, and even to diſſeiſe them- 


of their Free-bolds, without fo much as the form of a Trial, 
though this ts the moſt: indifpenſable Law of all thoſe that ſe- 
cures the Property of England; and if the King pretends that 
he can: require the Clergy to publiſh- all his Arbitrary Declara- 
ons, and' in particular one that ſtrikes at their whole Settle- 
ment, and has ordered Proceſs to be begun againſt all that diſ- 
obey'd this iltegal Warrant, and has treated ſo great a number 
of the Biſhops as Criminals, only for repreſenting to him the 
Reaſons of their not obeying him ; if likewiſe the King is not 
ſatisfied to profeſs his own Religion openly, though even that 
is contrary to Zaw, but has ſent Ambaſſadors to Rome, and re- 
ceived Nuncio's from thence, which is -plainly Treafon by 
Law ; if likewiſe many Popiſh Churches and Chappels have 
been publickly opened ;; if ſeveral Colledges of Feſuirs have 


been fet up in diyers parts of the-Nation, and one of the Order: 


has been made a Privy Counſelor, and a principal Miniſter of 
State : And if Papis, and even thoſe who turn to that Reli= 
gion,. though declared Traitors by Law, are brought: into all 
the chief Imploiments, both Military and- Civil ;- then it is 
plain, That all-the Rights of the Church of England, and the 
whole Eſtabliſhment of. the' Proteſtant Religion are ſtruck at, 
and deſign'd to be overturned ; ſince alt theſe Things, as they 
are notoriouſly _—— they evidently demonſtrate, That 
the great Deſign of them all, is the rooting ont of this 


Peſtilent Hereſy, in their ſtile, I mean, the Proteſt ant Rel; 


gion, 
In the next place, If in the whole courſe of Juſtice, it is viſfi- 
ble that there is a conſtant practiſing upon the Judges, that 


they are turned ont upon their varying from the Intentions: of 


the 
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the Court ; and if Men of no Reputation nor Abilicies are png 
in their places; if an Army is kept up in time of Peace, and 
Men who withdraw from that illegal Service, fre hanged - up as 
Griminals, without 'any colour of Law, which, by conſequence, 
are ſo many Murders; and if the Souldlery are connived at 
and encouraged in the moſt enormous Crimes, that ſo they. 
may be thereby prepared- to commit greater ones, and from 
fingle Rapes and Murders proceed to a Rape _ all our 
Liberties, and a DeſtraCttion of the Nation : 1f, I ſay, all 
theſe things are true in Fact ; then ir is plain, that there is- 
fuch a Diſſolution of the Government made, that there is not 
any one part of it left ſound and entire: and if all thefe 
things are done now, it is eaſie to imagine what may be ex- 
pected, when Arbitrary Power, that ſpares no Man, and Popery 
that ſpares no Heretick, are finally eſtabliſhed : Then we may 
look for nothing, but Gabelles, Tailles, Impoſitions, Beneyo- 
lences, and all forts of Hlegal Taxes ; as from the other we. 
may expect Burnings, Maſſacres, and Inquifitions. In what is 
doing, in Scotland we may gather what is to be expeQed 'in Eng- 
lard; whereif the King has over and over again declared,that -/ 
he is veſted with an Abſolute Power, to which all are bound to- 
/ without reſerve, and has upon that annulled almoſt all the - 
Aets of Parliament that paſſed in K. James I. Minority, though : 
they were ratified by himſelf wher he came to be of Age, and- 
were confirmed by all the ſubſequent Kings; not excepting the 
preſent. We: muſt then conclude from thence, what is re-- 
folved on here in England, and what will be put in Execution 
as ſoon as it is thought- that the Times can bear it, When 
likewiſe the whole Settlement of Ireland's ſhaken, and the - 
Army that was raiſed, and is maintained by Taxes that were 
' given for an Army of Engliſh Proteſtants, to ſecure them from 
a new Maſſacre by the Iriſh Papiſts, is now all filled with 1riſþ - 
Papiſts, as well as almoſt all the other Imployments ; it is plain, 
that not only all the Britiſh Proteſtants: inhabiting that Iſland, 
are in daily danger of being butchered a ſecon& time, but 
that the Crown of England. is in danger of loſing” that Iſland, . 
it being now put wholly into the Hands and Power of the 
Native Jriſh, who as they formerly offered themſelves up ſome-- 
times tothe. Crown of Spain, ſometimes to the Pope, and once 
| to. 
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to the Duke 'of Lorrain, ſo are; theypertaps' at this preſent 
treating with another Coxre for the. Sale and Surrender of the 
Iſland, 'and for the Maſſacre of the Erglsſh in it. 

If thus all the ſeveral Branches of our Conſtitution are 
diſſolved, it might be at: leaſt expe&ed that one part ſhonld 
be ' left: entire, and. that is the Regal Dignity - But concerning 
the; Birth of the-ſuppoſed Prince of Wales, no Proofs were ever 
given'either:to the'Princeſs' of Denmark, or to any other Pro- 
teſtant 'Ladits, in. whom we ought to repoſe any Confidence 
that the Queen was ever with Child ; that whole matter being 
managed with ſo much Myſteriouſneſs, that there were violent 
and publick [Suſpjcions of it before. But 'the whole Contri- 
vance of the Birth, the ſending away the Princeſs of Denmark, 
the ſudden ſhortning of the Feckening, the. Queen's ſudden 
going.to.St. James's, her no leſs ſudden pretended Delivery ; 
the hurrying the Child into another Room without ſhewing 
it to thoſe preſent, and without their hearing it cry ;. and the 
myſterious Conduct of all- ſince that: time; no. Satisfation 
being given to the Princeſs of Denmark, upon her Return from 
the Bath, nor to any other Proteſtant Ladies, of the Queer?s 
having been really 'brought to Bed. Theſe are all ſuch eivi- 
dent Indications of an Impoſture in this matter, that as-the 
Nation has the juſteſFReaſon in the World to doubt of it, ſo 
they have all-poſfible -Reaſon' to-be at no quiet till they ſee 
a'Legal -and Free-Patliament aſſembled, which may impar- 
tially, and without; ether Fear or Corruption, examine that

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*thing, T believe, ordinary enough in Great Princes, when they 
ſpeak, or write to their Inferiours. The Prince of Orange is 
General of a great numerous Army, Admiral of a vaſt Fleet, 
State-holder to a High and Mighty Common-wealth, and con- 
ſequently, too great to ſpeak in the Stile of a Private Perſon ; 
{d that Rewarding, Puniſhing, Commanding, Advancing, may 
very naturally fall .within his Power. Nor 1s it any Crime 
to endeavour the calling of a Free Parliament, and ſettling 
the Nation,tho by ways and methods unuſual in our-days, no- 
thing being more frequent in our Hiſtories, than tor our Ba- 
rons, with Arms in their Hands, to compel their Kings to 
call and hearken to their Parliaments : But now -there. being 
a ſtanding Army of forty thouſand Mercenaries in the Land, 
it was grown a Crime to.petition for a Parliament, and a 
Folly to expe a free one, new Chaters 'and Corporations, 
-and a general Nomination of incompetent Magiſtrates, mo 
taken the Ele&ion of Members. for Parliament out of: thoſe 
Hands, the Laws: of the Land, and Memorial Cuſtom, had 
. -Intruſted with them. According to the new Scheme deſigned 
by thoſe Upſtart and Popiſh Counſellours, no Man was to 
Ele&t, or be Ele&ted for Parliament, that wonld not in- 
gape, as farasin themlay, to take away the Peral Laws and 
LR nay, thoſewicked Counſellors prevailed yet farther up- 
on his Majeſty; and he that pardoned ſo many of his 
Enemies, was not ſuffered to forgive his beſt Friends, and 
moſt ' Loyal Subjects a Refuſal or Excuſe in that particular.:- 
That the Prince wilt ſend back his Army, ſeems to ſonie

all rational Men a very captions and unſatisfactory way of ar- 
guing, and a very unjuſt Calumny caſt vpon ſo great ' a 
Prince, - ſince more that once, in expreſs terms, he declares he 
has no defign upon his Majeſty's Crown or Perſon, fo that all 
that Reproach falls to the Ground. 
3. In his thrid Reflection, he tells us the Prince wants a 
clear Call, and that a Svg againſt a Father, a Nephew againſt 
-» an 
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and Unkle, a Neighbour "againſt a Neighbonr, cannot 
ſuch : That he is a Son-in-Law, and a Nephew to his Pre-

for him to have afforded us this ſeaſonable Aſſiſtance. But 
* ſome think, that where Attempts are made to introduce the 
Catholick Religion, by a Conſpiracy againſt the Laws that 
ſecure and eſtabliſh the Proteſtant Religion and the Teſt, 
thay only can keep the Papiſts out of the Government : . And 
to carry on this Conſpiracy the better, the old Charters are 
taken away under pretence of Forfeiture and Surrender 5 
new ones granted, ſuch as might bring Eleftions within the 
Power of thoſe. Evil Counſellors ; Papiſts upon the Bench, a 
Jeſuit in the Council, and whole Troops of thent in the

Gentlemen, — - 
Have little to add to what his Highneſs has expreſsd in 
general Terms, beſides laying before you the dangerous 
Way you are at the preſent in, where Ruin or Infamy 

muſt inevitably attend you if you don't join with the Prince in 
the Common Cauſe, for the Defence of your Religion and Li- 
berties ; for ſhould it pleaſe God, for the Sins of the Engliſh 
Nation, to ſuffer your Arms to prevail, to what can your 
Victory ſerve you, but to enſlave you deeper, and overthrow 
the True Religion, in which you have liv'd, and your Fathers- 
dy*d ? Of which, I beg you, as a Friend, to Conſider the Con- 
ſequences, and to reflect on the Blot and Infamy it will bring 
on you, not only now, but in all After-Ages, That by Your 
means the Proteſtant Religion was deſtroy?d, and your Country 
depriy'd of its Ancient Liberties : And if it pleaſes God to

The Fleet 
ſtood out at Sea to the Norward, which met with horrid Storms 
for two Days and two Nights together, in whightbad Wea- 
ther there were loſt above 500 Horſe, and a VeſſeFÞarted from 
the Fleet, wherein were 400 Foot, ſuppoſed to be loſt, but now 
known to bearrived ſafe at the Texel, but grievouſlly ſhatter'd 
and torn by the Storms; two of the Prince?s principal Men of 
War were forced to new Rigg at Helverſluſe. | 
The Prince immediately, on his return back, inform'd the 
States of the condition of the Fleet, ( whick was not ſo dam-

divers others of leſs Concern ; 1000 Horſe ruin'd'; 'a- Calen- 
ture among the Sea-men 3: the loſs of Dr. Burnet, and the chief 
Miniſters under the Prince; the ill Opinion the States had 
of the Expedition : In ſhort,. that a 100000 /, would not-re-- 

air the Dammage ſuſtamed ; and, almoſt next to an impoſli- 
bility, that the Prince ſhould be in a coudition to purſue his 
Deſign till the Spring. * And yet at the ſame time all hands 
were at work to repair the damaged Ships, which were in- 
conſiderable; fo that in eight days time they were all re-fitted.

Upon which the Prince fired a Gun, 
which cauſed a great Conſternation- in the whole Fleet, we 
kaving a brisk Exfterly Wind, concluded themſelves to be all 
Tuin'd : But the ſmall Advice-Boats cruling for a more. certain 
Account of the Engliſh, brought us back word, Fhat inſtead 
of the Engliſh Fleet, which the. former Advice had alarm'd us 
with, it was Admiral Herbert with part of onr Fleet, which 
had been ſeparated fome hours from the Body of the Fleet :

Climates ; Nay, ſuch is the Inhumanity of. theſe Carholick Na- 
tions here at home. that they will frequently bring Strangers: 
(ſettled amongſt them by the Laws of Commerce ) and'their 
own fellow-Subjects into the J1nquiſitzon, eſpecially if they are 
Rich, upon a pretence of ſome Heretical Opinion, tho they 
themſelves at firſt 'protect and licenſe. the Opinion ; as inthe 
caſe of Molino, whoſe Book had receiv'd an 1mprimatur from 
moſt of the Inquiſitors of Spain and Traly, and even from the 
Infallible- Head of the Church, yet afterwards it was burnr, 
and he himſelf together with many of his Followers miſerably 
tortur'd ; the Pope ſcarce eſcaping the Puniſhment. The Ge- 
nerous Marſha! Schomberg ( driven out of France for his great

And by-how much the Throne comes to 
be fix'd in Popery, the Proteſtants muſt expect to be excluded 
from both 'Houſes,. as they -have excluded the Papiits >- For as 
Hereticks and Traitors, they, as ignominous Perſons, &e. you

have been thought of that Party : That they not only ſuſpeCt- 
ed no oppoſitions from them, but really conceived they would 
have been more than Scaffolds in the ruining Delign they 'had 
then'on foot. The Gentry were reduced to the utmoſt degree 
of Contempt, and the Nobility, who. only were capable of 
putting a ſtop to ſuch notorions and impolitick Encroachments 
.on our Birth-rights and Liberties, were not only cloſeted, ex- 
amin'd, re-examin'd, turn'd out of. their Stations, brow-bea- 
ten, ridicul'd at Court, and in ſhort, driven into the Country 3 
but they were alſo by all the Arts that were poſlible rendred odi- 
ous tO the as contemptible to one another, and of no uſt 
to their Inferiours. : 

The Army, which was the next great Engineto bring about 
their Deſign, was managed with more Art than is commonly

We had one Hope, which if they had left ns ſill, we had cer-- 
tainly been as quiet and patient as Jeb himſelf, and that was, 
that the Princeſs Mary of Orange would, when God thought 
fit, ſucceed his Majeſty, and then we promis'd our ſelves a Day 
of Redemption from all our Calamities and Oppreſlions ; ſo 
that our Poſtefrity would at worſt ſee better days. To deprive 
vs of this remote Comfort, that Scene was laid, and the Lady 
of Loretto ſollicited- to procure a Prince of Wales to reduce us 
to an utter Deſperation of any Redreſs for ever.

But after 
their Tranſmigration hither, Religion changing,other things changed 
with it; and thetimes for their publick Aſſemblies, in Conformity 
to the great Solemnities celebrated by Chriſtians, came to be chan- 
ged to the Feaſts of Eaſter, Pentecoft, and the Ibis The 
lower we come down in Story, the feldomer we find theſe general 
Afemblies to have been held 3 and ſometimes (even very anciently) 
when upon extraordinary Occaſions, they inet out of ' Courſe, a 
Precept, an Edi, or Sanftion is mentioned to have iſſued from 
the King 3 But. the times, and the very place of their oxdinary 
Meeting having been certain, and determined in the very firſt and 
eldeſt times that we meet with any mention of ſuch Afemblies, 
which times are as ancient as any Memory. of the Nation it ſelf ; 
hence I infer, that no Summons from the. King can be thought to 
have been .neceflary in thoſe Days, becauſe it was altogether need-
